ROOSEVELT DAY. 

This is the birthday of Theodore 
Roosevelt, and it will be nationally 
celebrated not only by the observ- 
ance of “Navy Day”’—fixed for his 
birthday—but by the dedication of 
the restored home tn New York 


‘where he was born 65 years ago

today. 

Five years ago he died at Saga- 
more Hill, but so vivid was his per- 
sonality, so dynamic was his every 
thought and word and deed, that 
it seems many, many years since he 
lived and worked and moved among 
us. 

General Leonard Wood has said 
of him: 

“Tle was a many-sided man, but 
four-square to all the world. A wise 
statesman, naturalist, author, writer 
of history, scholar, soldier, builder of 
standards, a man with a clean soul 
and a dauntless spirit; whose watch- 
word was duty, and whose life was one 
for right, for country and for God.” 

We may follow Roosevelt from 
early childhood—a childhood sorely 
handicape' by asthma—to the white 
house, and in his record we read 
some of the most striking chapters 
of American history. His life was 
a life of action, his blood was the 
blood of a fighter, his spirit was 
that of the dauntless adventurer, his 
ideal was the ideal toward which 
America, inspired by his example, Is 
moving. 

His mistakes, his failures, his trt- 
umphs—these things are today over- 
shadowed by the memory of his in- 
domitable spirit. He has become 
the Happy Warrior. And In our 
public life of today we feel that 
“Those who must Journey hence- 
forward alone have need of stout 
convoy now Great-Heart is gone.” 

Above all else, Theodore Roose- 
velt was an American. He has left, 
as a heritage, an undying spirit to 
America. In his biography of Roose- 
yelt, Roscoe Thayer writes: 

“You must gall fifty miles over the 
Tonian sea and look baek before you 
can fully measure the magnitude and 
majesty of Mount Aetna. Not other 
wise, I believe, will it be with Theo- 
dore Roosevelt when the people of 
the future look back upon him. The 
blemishes due to misunderstandmg 
will have faded away; the transient 
clouds will have vanished; the world 
will see him as he was.” 

In five brief years we have trav- 
eled far. The world Sees Roosevelt 
as he was, sees, above the little- 
nesses that are concurrent with 
every human life, the majesty of 
the American Ideal.

get a bale to ten acres. Any talk 
of “a bale to the acre,” therefore, 
should be coupled with the require- 
ments necessary to reach that ac- 
complishment. 

Dr. Soule, in his statement, cites 
Floyd county, where he says the 
county agent had one hundred farms 
used for demonstration’ purposes 
“and forty of them have already 
gathered one bale per acre.” * 

Floyd county, like most of the 
northwest Georgia counties, had a 
good season, and most favorable cot- 
ton conditions In every way except 


ithe prevalence of the weevil, which 
lis now in evidence on every foot 


of cotton-growing territory in the 
south. But Floyd, in addition to the 
natural advantages during the past 
season, also cultivated cotton ac- 
cording to the rules of reason laid 
down by The Constitution eighteen 
months ago, when it made its in- 
vestigation and study of cotton- 
growing under weevil conditions. 
The farmers of that county rigidly 
reduced their acreage, farmed better 
than ever before, and used calcium 


Dr. Soule’s statement says that 
the “bale-to-the-acre” accomplish- 
ment is due to three fundamentals, 
as follows: | 


"““1, The employment of a first- 
class county agent with scientific 
training such as may be obtained at 
the State College of Agriculture, in 
every county. It is manifest that 
new conditions must Xe met with iew 
ideas and educated men and women 
will be called on to do the job. 

“2. The idea of a oew agricultural! 
progress must be sold to each county, 
not only to the farmers but to the 
business men, 

‘Ss. The county agent must have 
the active and permarent support of 
the business men of the county. The 
results obtained in counties tike 
Floyd this year were cot accidental. 
It was only through the spirit of co- 
operation between the county agent, 
farmers and business men.” 

Of course the farm agent is a 
fundamental in every county, in the 
necessary reconstruction of farm 
operations due to the weevil, izbor 
shortage, and other new conditions. 
And the farm agent will direct the 
cotton production along the lines es- 
sential to success. Therefore, the 
farm agent may be considered the 
foundation of the program. But no 
idea should prevail, or become cir- 
culated, that a farmer may make a 
bale to the acre without emphasiz- 
ing what will be required to do so. 

Restricted acreage, too, means the 
releasing of the major area of 
each farm for other than cotton 
production, and under no consider- 
ation should cotton be regarded as 
the only, or even the leading money 
crop. 

Under the system of cooperative 
marketing now 80 generally set up 
in Georgia there are many other 
merchantable commodities that can 
be grown and marketed profitably.

weevil infestation develops.

For the past two or three years 
public thought has been aroused to 
the seriousness of the forest prob- 
lem, and the state board of forestry 
was created, but permitted to func- 
tion without funds.

further timber shortage will place upon 
farmers and all classes of citizens should 
be relleyed br adequate state and federal 
forestry policies as soon as possibile.

In this problem, and in view of the fact 
that all citizens of the cotton belt have 
a vital stake in the matter of growing 
timber as a crop and in the matter of 
reforestation on lands that are not needed 
for agriculture or other purposes, we are 
confident that the guccess of our oOngress 
at Savannah will be assured !f we may 
be privileged to have an personal message 
from you on that occasion. 

It gives me great pleasure, therefore, to 
extend to you a most cordial and urgent 
Invitation to address tn person the Southern 
Forestry congress during the three-day 
meeting next January 28-29-30, and _ to 
assure you that your preseuce und your 
message at that time will ‘ave a_ far- 
reaching effect throughout the south anid 
bring lasting results that nothing else could 
aceomplish in so short a time. 

The recent report of the chief forester 
of the United States forest service called 
special attention to he enormous losses 
from forest fires in the two Carolinas, 
Georgia, Florida, Alabama, and Mi: tssippi, 
and while North Carolina has made a atart 
toward forest protection, Alabama hae re- 
cently enacted a very good forestry Dill 
into law, and both Georgia and Florida 
seem to have fair chances to get started 
in forestry work at an carly date. Please 
let me assure vou again of our ,eed of 
a personal message from von dealing with 
this great economic problem and of the 
deep appreciation we will have for your 
part in onr program for producing future 
forest wealth for the maintenance of our 
national supremacy.

tion «f some part of the visual appa- 
ratus. Headache, one of the most 
common of ailments, occurs from t 
thousand and ene causes, as we have 
tried to point out. The number of 
eases ct headache clearly due to eye- 
strain 18 really very small when com- 
pared with the totals, something like 
one out of 50 vases, Yet prebably Jerr 
than one in every 50 persons who have 
errors of refraction such as astiyme 
tism, nearsight and farsight, suffer 
from headache. That ‘s fortunate, be- 
cause practically every evilized person 
has some defect of vision. A perfect 
eye is @ rare possession. 

One having en error of refraction is 
less iikely to suffer from any evidence 
of evestrain such as headache if hi~ 
general condition is good A slight 
error ¢* refraction or fault tof vision 
may never give one any trouble u'tfl 
general health and vigor fall helow 
par, ae often an illness or following a 
period of bad hygiene.

State’s Farmers Suffer 
Financial Difficulties, 
‘Says U.S.Crop Report 


Although many farmers in the state 
of Georgia received favorable prices 
for major crops, and the yield was 
large enough to offset in a way lower 
prices on some as compared with last 
year, there are other farmers suffer- 
ing financial difficulties, the crop re- 
porting bureau of the U. 8S. depart- 
ment of agriculture finds. A survey 
of conditions in which cases are 
found in two-thirds of the counties 
of the state are “very serious,” says 
the report of the department issued 
Friday. 

The value of agricultural products 
is higher and some sections* of the 
state have made aplendid success

Pre-Roman Ruins 
Bared iw Italy; 
T ombsUncovered 


Ferrara, Italy, Octiber 26.—Ruins 
of an entire ancient city, believed to 
antedate the Komans by perhaps a 
thousand years, have been discovered 
near here. More than a hundred 
tombs have been uncovered, together 
with the remains of a number of 
persons buried in them. 

There are traces of an immense tem- 
ple, fragments of which are being 
placed together in an effort to de- 
cipher the markings and trace the 
origin of the city. Wearing apparel 
and. numerous jewels and vases with 
elaborate artistic designs resembling 
Greek forms were found in the tombs. 

Some experts point out that it may 
have been an Etruscan citys the lan- 
guage of which is still unknown, as 
no traces are left to form sufficient 
material as a basis for translation. 
Others believe it to be the ancient 
town of Spina.

WAR-NAVY MERGER

Washington, October. 26.—Consoli- 
dation of the war and navy depart- 
ments into a department of national!

The president believes 
while such a merger may be logical, 
yet changes in governmental institu- 
tions cannot always follow logical pol- 
icies but often-times must be made de-

OF SHIP LIQUOR RULE 


Washington, October 26.—(By the | 


Associated Press.)—Renewed viola- 
tions in New York of the supreme 
court’s ship liquor ruling have been 
reported to the department of justice 
ard are being jnvestigated with a 
view to possible seizure of the vessels 
involved. 

Officials here decline to disclose the 
registry of these ships, which are said 
to have been. promptly opening up 
their bars and selling Sete: as soon 
as they cross the three-mile limit on 
their eastward voyage. This is done 
without stopping and without time to 
secure liquor from rum runners hov- 
ering off New York, and is regarded 
by officials here as prima facie evi- 
dence that liquor was retained aboard 
Hlegally while the ships were in 
American’ waters. 

The present investigation by the de- 
partment of justice, officials sajd to- 
day, is designed to secure concrete 
evidence of secret retention by ships 
of their bar supplies upon entering 
New York. If the evidence is se- 
enred, responsible officials declared 
‘that seizure proceedings would be 
instituted. 

Agents of both the department of 
nag and the state department also 

ave been investigating the operations 
of Lieut. Col. Sir Brodrick Hartwell, 
of London, who has been advertisjng 
in newspapers for funds to finance 
shipments of liquors to the American 
coast for transfer to rum-runners. A 
report from the American embassy at 
London on Sir Brodrick’s enterprise 
has been transmitted by the state de- 
partment to the department of justice. 
showing that Sir Brodrick promised 
financial backers profits of 20 per 
cent in sixty days. 

In their inquiry the government 
agents have uncovered in addition 
sonte evidence of what officials sav 
appears to be an “extensive campaign” 
by British distillers to sell liquor for 
American consumption. Identity of 
the distillers reported concerned and 
of their American agents i¢ being 
sought by the justice department. 


GOVERNOR PARKER 
HAS HIRED HALL 
TO ATTACK KLAN 


New Orleans, La., October 26.— 
Governor Parker, of Louisiana, whose 
fight on the Ku Klux Klan has at- 


tracted nation-wide attention, has 
rented the Atheneaum, the largest 
auditorium in New Orleans, for Mon- 
day night, and will deliver an address 
to the people of New Orleans which 
the New Orleans Daily States says 
will include what he knows about the 
klan in Louisiana, and its relation 
to the present state campaign. 

The governor, at Baton Rouge, con- 
firmed the report that he would speak 
here and his office promised later 
in the day a statement that would 
explain the subjects and object of the 
address. It was said Mr. Parker 
would give an accounting of his stew- 
ardship during his administration and 
would defend every action he had 
taken, 

The state campaign preliminary to 
the democratic primary in January, 
at which time candidates for all state, 
parish and district offices will be 
nominated, now is on. Alleged sym- 
pathy of various candidates with the 
klan so far has been the principal 
ammunition of many candidates and 
the governor's proposed discussion 
of the subject is expected to bring it 
to the front all along the line.

New York, October 26.—Germany 
| has no cuance tu tioat a loan in this 
lor any other country until the repara- 
‘tions question has been settled, Otto 
| Wiedfeldt, German ambassador to the 
| United States, declared today on his 
return from Berlin on the steamship 
Resolute. The German governwent 
will make no attempt to float such a 
loan, he added, until the reparations 
matter has been straightened out. 

The German ambassador refused to 
discuss the proposal for American 
participation in allied reparations 
conference, saying he has as yet had 
no opportunity to consider it. 

He expressed himself freely, how- 
ever, on the German separatist move- 
ment, emphatieally declaring that the 
Rhineland -republic would end in 
speedy failure. 

“No German state can withdraw 
from the German confederation any 
easier or more successfully than one 
of your American  states—Pennsy!l- 
vania for instance—could withdraw 
from the United States,” he said. 
“This separatist movement will die 
soon and Chancellor Stresemann’s 
government will survive.” 

In many parts of Germany, he 
added, France was held to be behind 
the separatist movement. On _ this 
point, however, he said, he conld say 
nothing of his own knowledge. Herr 
Wiedfeldt ridiculed any possible po- 
litical significance in the reported de- 
sire of the German crown prince to 
return to the fatherland, saying 
Germany did not face the possibility 
of the restoration of the monarchy. 

“The crown prince merely wants to 
see his wife and children,” he said. 

At present, he reiterated, Germany 
is unable to pay reparations in cash. 
adding that it might be able to pay 
in coal.

Huckaby took his horse into the 
barn, which was located on property 
occupied by him, shortly after dusk 
Wednesday evening. <A few minutes 
later Williams, accompanied by a son 
and another man, drové up and pro- 
ceeded into the barn. 

Residents of a nearby house had 
their first intimation of trouble when 
they heard a yolley of-crackling pistol 
shots. 

Former trouble between’ the two 
men, in which Huckaby received a 
bullet wound in the leg, was believed 
to be the motive for the shooting.

GOOD ONE CRUST PIE, 

One crust pies are doubtless more 
wholesome than two crust ones, simply 
because there is less pastry and more 
filling. Here are some good recipes: 

Orange Pie. 

Add one rounding 
cornstarch, mixed with one cup of 
cold water to three-quarters cup of 
boiling water and cook three minutes, 
Add a pinch of salt, the grated rind of 
one and one-half oranges, the juice of 
three oranges, one cup of sugar and 
cool. Beat in the yolks of two eggs 
and the white of one,both well beaten, 
and pour into a paste-lined plate. Bake 
and cool slightly. Cover with a me- 
ringue made from the white of one eg 
beaten stiff with a level tablespoon a 
powdered sugar and set in a cool oven 
for ten minutes, 

Cocoanut Pie, 

Put two even tablespoons of grated 
cocoanut ina pint of milk. Add three 
even tablespoons of sugar, the yolks 
of two well beaten eggs and two even 
tablespoons of cornstarch stirred to a 

aste with a little cold milk. Add 

utter the size of a walnut and cook 
- until thickened and smooth. Line a pie 
plate with crust, prick in several 
places and bake in a hot oven. Then 
fill with the cocoanut mixture and 
spread with a meringue made from 
‘ the whites of the eggs beaten to a stiff 
froth with two tablespoons of sugar. 
Sprinkle with cocoanut, set in a cool- 
ish oven and brown slightly. 

Cream Pie. 

Dissolve one gnd one-half cups of 
sugar in two cups of cream. Fold in 
the stiffly beaten whites of three eggs 
and add flavoring to taste. Bake 
with one crust. A tablespoon of sift- 
ed flour may be mixed with the sugar 
to good advantage. 

Pumpkin Pie. 

Mix four cups of stewed and strain- 
ed pumpkin with nine eggs beaten 
separately, two quarts of milk, a tea- 
spoon each of cinnamon, mace and nut- 
meg, one and one-half cups of sugar 
and a tablespoon of wine. Bake with 


one crust.

The Atlanta Child's home has re- 
cently settled down very comfortably 
in its new quarters, 1 handsome tes- 
idence formerly known as the High- 
tower piace, which was the gift of the 
late F. M. Robinson. The 50 babies 
and little folk who would be suffer- 
ing but for the open heart of At- 
lanta citizens are finding here just 
the kind of home ther need to put 
life and color in their cheeks. ‘There 
is no haypier, healthier-looking group 
of children in the city. 

Another feature is the group of 12 
mothers who work in the home and 
spend much of their «me with their 
own babies. One mother, abandoned 
by her husband, has iwin boys with 
her in the home, The Atlanta Child's 
home receives children tunder five 
years of age who have been deprived 
of either parent by death, desertion, 
sickness or other misfortune. When- 
ever possible, the mothers who ure 
willing to assist in the work are ad- 
mitted with the children until they 
can find other_occupation.
